EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's amendment filed on 09 
March 2004 has been entered.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claim limitations, a 
method of fabricating a ferroelectric liquid crystal display that includes the step of 
uniformly aligning a ferroelectric liquid crystal provided between upper and lower 
substrates by applying a direct current voltage to a transparent electrode of the upper 
substrate and to a pixel electrode of the lower substrate, combined with the step of 
exposing the uniformly aligned ferroelectric liquid crystal, which includes a light- 
hardening polymer, to ultraviolet light to form a polymeric network.
